Cezanne—the Father 
Of Modern Painting 


^ H E R E w ere few flowers 
for 
•*' Pa ul Ceza nne during his life­ 
time. He died v irtua lly unknown. 
A lthough he ga v e his w hole tim e 
to the field of art, he wa s nev er 
able to pass the funda m enta l to.st 
of a French pa inter, a ccepta nce by 
the National Sa lon. 
Yet today, on 
the 100th a nni­ 
v ersary of his birth, Ceza nne is 
generally accepted as the grea test 
master of the 
19 th century and 
the father of 
m odern pa inting. 
This is beca use the world has 
embraced the principles of pa int­ 
ing that C eza nne sa w .so ea rly and 
for which he 
struggled continu­ 
ously. C eza nne focused the w hole 
tone of modern 
art w ith the prin­ 
ciple that the picture .should close­ 
ly resemble its inspiring object. 
If the object w a s shocking or 
offensiv e to conserv a tiv e ta ste, so 
much 
the 
better, 
a ccording 
to 
Cezanne. He w a nted to pa int life 
as he saw it in a ll its sha des and 
lights and sta ges. 
Naturally, th e Ceza nne pa int­ 
ings prov oked a rev olt in Fra nce 
when th ey first a ppea red. 
T hey 
horrified the cla.ssjcist.s. 
But C e­ 
zanne and a sm a ll com pa ny fought 
’for freedom of 
subject. To them 
It was infinitely m ore im porta nt 
to paint the picture of a pea sa nt’s 
funeral tha n 
tha t of 
a 
distin­ 
guished pen-^on. And .so they set a 
la sting precedent. 
‘ 
The precedent wa s a ll the m ore 
interesting beca use Ceza nne w a s 
the son of 
a w ell-to-d o French 
^banker w ho w a nted P a ul to pur- 
fue business.

for 
trea ting 
all 
sorts 
of 
diseases, 
probably 
b e ­ 
ca u.se the magic a.ssociated w ith 
the \ e r y w ord “gold” had gieat 
influence 
on 
people 
w h o 
w ere 
sick. 
For at least 300 years 
it 
h ad 
been 
tried 
repeatedly 
in 


treating tuberculosis and always 
discarded. 
In 19 20 some w ork w as done 


which showed that sometimes the 
results following the use of goiq 
w ere m ore 
harm ful th a n 
bene­ 
ficial to the patient. 


T hen the subject w as revived 
in 
19 24. 
A new preparation of 
gold 
was 
tried 
extensi\'ely 
several 
im portant 
sanatoriums. 
The evidence more recently de­ 
veloped seemed to indicate that 
in some cases of tuberculosis the 
use of this gold preparation, in 
addition to other drugs, was h elp­ 
ful.

cines

trea tm ents

giv en at the same tim e, people 


are likely to di.scoimt the v a lue 
of the food and the rest and giv e 
a ll the credit to the other trea t- 
m ents.
